The primal conaiderntion in the present indiiatrial syalem is profit. 
All other things are secondary. Profit is the life blood of capital— 
the vital current of the capitalist system, a.nd when it shall cease to flow 
the system will be dead. 

The capitalist is the owner of the worker’s tools. Before Uie latter 
CM work he must have access to the capitalist's tool-honse and permis¬ 
sion to use the master’s tools. WTiat be produces with these tools be¬ 
longs to the master, to whom he mu.st sell his labor at the market price. 
The owner of the tools is therefore master of the man. 

Oalj^hen the capitalist can extract a satisfactory profit from his 
labor power is the worker given a job, or allowed to work at all. 

Profit first: labor, life, love, liberty—ell these must take second 
place. 

In such a s}-stem labor is in chains, and the standard of living, if 
such it may be called, is comer-stoned in crusts and rags. 

Under such conditions ideas and ideals are not prolific among the 
sons and daughters of toil. 

Slavery does not excite lofty aspirations nor inspire noble ideals. 

The tendency is to sodden irresolution and brutish inertia. 

But this very tendency nourishes tho germ of resistance that ripens 
into the spirt of revolt. 

The labor movement is the child of slavery—the offspzisg of op¬ 
pression—in revolt against the misery and suffering that ^ve it AirtiJ. 

Its splendid growth is the marvel of our time, the forenmner-otj 
freedom, the hope of mankind. 

Ten thousand times has the labor movement sbimbled and fallen 
and bruised itself, and risen again; been seized by the throat and 
choked and clubbed info insensibility; enjoined by courts, aseanlted by 
thugs, charged by tho militia, shot down by regulars, traduced by the 
press, frowned upon bv public opinion, deceived by politicians, threat¬ 
ened by priests, repudiated by renegades, preyed upon by grafters.

The 
nnlveraal increase of the uncertainty of employment, the universal capitalist determination to break down the unity of 
labor in the trades unions, the widespresd apprehensions of impending change, reveal that the Institutions of capitalist 
society are paaslng under the power of inhering forces that wUl soon destroy them. 

Into the midst of the strain and crlsit of civiUiation, the Socialist movement comes as the only saving or conser- 
vatlTs force. If the world U to be saved from chaos, from universal diaorder and mlaary, it must ^ by the union of 
tha workers of all nations in the Socialist mo-vemert. Ths Socialist party comes with the only proposltioB or program 
for intelligently and deliberately organising the nation for the common good of all its dtlsens. It is the first time that 
the mind of wajq has ever been directed toward the conedous organisation of aodety. 

SocUliam means that all those things upon which the people in common depend shall by ths people in common be 
owned and administered. It means that the toola of employmsnt ahall belong to their creators and users; that all pro¬ 
duction shall be for the direct use of the producers; that the making of goods for profit shall come to an end; that we 
fhmu aU be workers together; and that all opportunltiaa than be open and equal to all men.
